AN ACT in addition to an act entitled an act to establish the seat of Govern- 


ment of the Territory of Wisconsin, and to provide for the erection of Public 
Buildings, approved Dec'r 3d, 1836, and for other purposes. 


Seorion 1. Be it enacted by the Council and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Territory of Wisconsin, That the second and Sections 2 and 3 
third sections cf the act to which this is in addition, be, and the ea 
tame are hereby repealed: Provided, that such repeal shall not 
affect any right accrued to the Territory under and by virtue of the 005°- 
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provisions of either of said sections hereby repealed. But the same 
shall remain as valid and effectual, for that purpose, as if this act 
had not been passed. 

Sec. 2. There shall be three commissioners elected by joint 
ballot of the Council and House uf Representatives, on Friday, the 
eighth day of March, A. D. 1839, at 12 o’clock, M., who shall hold 
their offices until the termination of the next regular annual session 
of the Legislative Assembly, and until another election shall be 
had, who shall be styled Commissioners of Public Buildings, and 
an election shall be made at each regular annual session of the 
Legislative Assembly, by the Council and House of Representatives 
in joint ballot, of commissioners of public buildings, and said 
commissioners so elected shall hold their offices until the termins- 
tion of the next regular annual session of the Legislative Assembly 
after their election.

for the seat of justice.

over all the places voted for, he shall issue his proclamation of that 
fact, and the place so having the greatest number of votes, shall, 
from the date of such proclamation, be the seat of justice of said 
county. 

If upon examination of votes, the Governor shall find 
that no one place has a majority of the whole number of votes polled 
and returned to him, he shall issue a proclamation for a new election 
in said said county.

and such labor or payment shall be ia lieu of all labor required to 
be performed upon any roads, streets or alleys by any law of this 

Territory, and in default of the payment of such money or the 
performance of such labor, the said president and trustees may sue 
for and collect such money by action of debt with twenty-five per 
cent damages on the same, together with all the costs of suit 
before any justice of the peace in said town. And there shall be 
no stay of execution upon any judgment rendered on such suit nor 
shallany property of the defendant be exempt from being taken to 
satisiy such judgment and costs.

Sec. 21. That the clerk, treasnfer and marshal befdre they 
enter upon the duties of their several offices, shall give bonds with: 
securities [sureties] to the president and trustees (to their satis- 
faction) and their successors in office, conditioned for the faithful 
performance of the duties of their respective offices; dnd the 
treasurer shall pay overall monies by him received for the tse of 
said town to the order of the president agreeably to such regulationy 
as shall be adopted by the president and trustees, and. shall when 
by them required, submit his books and vouchers for their in 
spection. 
~ Sec. 22. That the president and trustees shall have the sole 
right of licensing and regulating grocenes and: victdaling-hotises, 
and of licensing and regulating shows, public exhibitiolis, and 
theatrical or other entertainments within said town, and the honey 
arising from said licenses shall be paid into thé treasury for the 
use of said town; and to provide for the erection of drains and 
sewers, and regulate the measuring of boards, plank, timber and 
lumber of every kind; to regulate the measuring of fire-wood, 
and the weighing of hay; to regulate the storage of gunpowder 
and other combustible materials; to erect pumps and -wells in the 
streets for the convenience of the inhabitants; to lease for one or 
more years the foot of any street running into the Fox or east 
river; and to appoint all officers not enumerated im this att ne- 
cessary to carry the ordinances of said town into effect: Provitied, 
that any person licensed shall be required to pay such additionat 
tax for such license as may be prescribed in the act fox the 
collection of county revenue; and the county commissioners shell 
have authority to collect such additional tax for the use of the 
county. 

Seo. 23. That all-the officers appointed under the provisiony of 
this act, shall be sworn or affirmed by the president, or by one of 
the trustees, or clerk, to a faithful performances of theit duty, which” 
qualification shall be recorded by the clerk of the board; ang whens 
any action or suit, shall be commenced against smd‘ town, the 
service thereof may be made by leavitig a copy of the proces® 
attested by the proper officer with the clerk, or in his absente, at

AN ACT to change the corporate limits and powers of the town of 
Milwaukee. 


Be it enacted. by the Council and House of Representatives of 
the Territory of Wisconsin, Section 1. That the district included 
within the following limits and. boundaries in township number 

a an aration seven of range number twenty-two in the county of Milwaukes 

the corporation. to wit: beginning at the quarter post on the south line of sectio 
thirty, and running thence east along the south line of said sectio 
thirty and section twenty-nine to the middle of the Milwaukes 
river, thence down said river to the south line of section thirty- 
three, thence east half a mile to a point in the bay, thence north te 
a point on the lake shore where the quarter section line running 
east and west through the middle of section twenty-one, intersects 
it, thence west along said quarter section line to the middle of the 
Milwaukee river, thence up said river to the north line of said 
section twenty-one, thence west along the north line of said section 
twenty-one and section twenty, to the quarter post in the north

and price; to the shooting of guns or other fire-arms ; to suppressing 
disturbances and riots; to removing nuisances and preserving -the 
health ofthe inhabitants ; to the establishment of boards of health, 
and quarantine regulations; to the burial of the dead ; to preserving 
said town from injuries by fire ; to the mode of taxation ;to public 
lights and lamps; to procuring fire buckets and engines; to restrain- 
ing horses, cattle, sheep, swine and geese, from going at large in 
said town, and to inflicting penalties for breaches of said ordinances. 
Provided, That such penalties shall in no case exceed the sum of 
fifty dollars, and five days imprisonment for any one offence and the 
said penalties shall be collected and paid into the treasury of said 
town, for which, execution may issue as in civil cases, and provided, 
also that all ordinances made by the president and trustees, shall 
be published in one or more of the newspapers printed in said town, at 
least two weeks before the same shall be in force, and that the same 
shall not be repugnant to the constitution and laws of the United 
States and of this Territory. 

Sec. 6. Thatthe president and trustees shall have power and 
authority to lay out new highways, streets, alleys, and public walks, 
and to vacate such highways, streets, alleys, and public walks, as in 
their opinion shall not be of public utility ; to regulate, grade, pave, 
and improve streets, avenues, lanes, and alleys, and to extend, 
open, and widen the same within the limits of said town, making 
the person or persons injured thereby adequate compensation, to
